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King visits Syria 



on moves for peace

-AMMAN — His Majesty King Hussein paid 
a brief working visit to Damascus bn Friday 
and held talks with Syrian President Hafez 
A1 Assad on. efforts for Middle East peace 
and issues of mutual concern. 


The Jordan News Agericy.'Pet- 
ra, said the talks covered the 
latest developments in the Middle 
East and issues related to bilater- 
al relation. 

Diplomats quoted in news 
agency dispatches from Damas- 
cus said the King and President 
Assad exchanged views on efforts 
towards convening an interna- 
tional conference on the Middle 
East to settle the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

The Kmg’s talks' with President 
Assad included two meetings 
attended by senior officials from 
both sides and two tete-a-tete 
discussions between a working 
luncheon. On the Jordanian side 
the open discussions and the 
working luncheon were attended 
by Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, 


Aimed Forces Commander-in- 
Chief General Sharif Zaid Ibn 
Shaker and Court Minister 
Adrian Abu Odeh. The Syrian 
side included .Vice-Presidents 
Abdul Halim Khaddam. and 
Znnhair Masharaa, Prime Minis- 
ter Abdul Raorrf Al Kasm and 
Foreign Minister Farouq A1 Shar- 
aa. 

The King and the delegation' 
accompanying him returned to 
Amman later Friday. 

The King’s visit to Damascus 
followed official media state- 
ments on Thursday dial Syria 
supported the convening of an 
international conference on the 
Middle East as the only means for 
achieving peace in the region on 
the basis of United Nations re- 
solutions calling for Israeli with- 


drawal from the occupied terri- 
tories and recognition of die 
rights of the Palestinianpeople. 

Damascus Radio said Thursday 
that Syria had called -for such a 
conference many years ago and 
warned of Israel's efforts to block 
■efforts towards convening it. The 
radio called on all Arabs to come 
forth with a united strategy to 
ensure that the Arab stand re- 
ceives the fan support of the 
international community. 

Syria favours the 
conference but insists its 
sions should be based on Palesti- 
nian rights and frill Israeli with- 
drawal from the occupied Arab 
lands, the A1 Baath daily said. 

A1 Baath said peacemaking 
' could be initiated at an interna- 
tional conference, which should 
be based on the U.N. re solu ti ons 
and provided that the. U.N. " re- 
■ solutions were adhered to. 
However, the paper added, these 
should not be viewed as precondn 
tibns but prerequisites. Peace

20 despite strong Syrian dis- 
approval and reservations ex- 
pressed by other Palestinian fac- 
tions opposed to the pohdes and 
leadership of PLO Chairman 
Yasser AntfaL • 

The Soviet Ambassador in 
Amman, Alexander Zinchuk, 
said in an interview this week that 
Moscow supported efforts to 
reunity the PLO. 

“As a matter of principle we

The Tunis accord is said to 
have contained a Fateh approval 
to officially abrogate the Feb.’ 

Jordan-PLO agreement 
and set up a collective Palestinian 
leadership. The PFLP, backed by 
other opposition factions, howev- 
er, insisted ori official statements 
by the FLO Executive Commit- 
tee and. the Fateh Central Com- 
mittee announcing the ahnulmmit 
of the Feb. 11 accord and called 
for severing all Palestinian con- 
tacts with Cairo.

Jordan protests Turkish court’s

ANKARA (R) — Jordan has 
complained to Turkey over the 
handling of a court case against 
the alleged killers of Jordanian. 
Embassy First Secretary Ziad Al 
Sati, Ambassador Hani Tabbarah 
said Friday.

“This is a dear violation trf the 
immunity of our official Ammar- 
fav Above that, according to data 
from this ete and Amman, it is 
very dear to usth^t the Jordanian 
defendants have nothing. to do ' 
with the affaire that the (Turkish) 
security and die prosecution are _ 
trying to link them to,” he said. 

Mr. Tabbarah said Turkish di- 
plomats in Amman would not ■ 
now be covered by immunity. .

Diplomats monitoring the 
cases said they had many puzzling 
and unsatisfactory aspects and 


many unsubstantiated claims. 
Defendants often alleged torture 
and say police made them sign 
blank sheets of paper on which 
statements were later written. 

The killing of Mr. Sati, shot in 
his car in Ankara in July 1985, 
was alleged in the indictment to be 
the joint work of the breakaway 
'Abu Nidal Palestinian group -and 
the shadowy Islamic Jihad (holy 
war) organisation. 

" Asked about Ammarift’s 
alleged finks with Islamic Jihad, 
one senior -envoy said Friday: “It 
is absurd. He is a Christian. They 
cannot substantiate any of the

CAIRO (R) — Jordan will seek a 
defined U.S. position on a prop- 
osed international Middle East 
peace conference to convene this 
year. Foreign Minister Taher Al 
Masri was quoted as saying on 
Friday. 

■ Mr. Masri. who will accom- 
pany Prime Minister Zaid Rafai 
to Washington this weekend for 
talks with U.S. officials, told 
Cairo’s daily Al Ah ram they 
would seek “U.S. acceptance of 
the conference in principle in 
accordance with Jordan's point of 
view.” 

The United States has in the 
past rejected th forum, but has 
recently shown willingness to ex- 
plore possibilities of holding the 
conference. 

“Jordan has not felt a shift (in 
the U.S. position), but there is 
more flexibility now than be- 
fore,” Mr: Masri said. 

Jordan would not accept the 
conference as a prelude for direct 
talks, as expounded by Israel and 
the United States, Mr. Masri 
said, adding that Jordan was now 
concentrating efforts with 
Washington on the nature of the 
conference and its rote. 

“If the conference was not held 
this year, it might never be held," 
Mr. Masri warned. 

. On Palestinian representation, 
the minister said there was no 
new formula but reaffirmed that 
-the Palestine liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) should participate 
in the conference. 

Mr. Masri is expected to" visit 
Tonis Saturday to attend a regu- 
lar Arab League ministerial 
meeting, which wfll discuss the 
European Community's February 
declaration supporting the con- 
ference idea.

Soviets deny reported pledge 
of higher emigration ‘quota’ 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union has denied that it 
would allow a specific number of 
Jews to emigrate to Israel this 
year and. said normal Soviet-' 
Israeli relations depended on a 
solution of the Middle East 
problem. 

- Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov said applica- 
tions to emigrate were considered 
in accordance with Soviet laws 
and some were rejected because 
the applicants knew state secrets. 

. .“There wfll : be no quotas,” 
Gerasimov told a news briefing. 

U.S. Jewish sources in New 
York said this week that Soviet 
officials had pledged during talks 
fa Moscow that up to 12,500 Jews 
.would be allowed to leave for 
Israel via Romania this year', a far 
higher figure than in the recent 


Gerasimov said the ques- 
tion of emigration via Romania 
had not been raised at an official 
level. Soviet Jews at present emi- 
grate through Vienna, from 


where many move bn not to 
Israel but to the United States 
and other countries. 

Commenting on a visit to Mos- 
cow last month by Edgar Bronf- 
man, president of the World Jew- 
ish Congress, and other leading 
American Jews, Gerasimov said 
thier discussions had been private 
in nature. 

“They were told that the soon- 
er a just solution was found in the 
Middle East, the sooner there 
would be the possibility to move 
towards ; normal relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and 
Israel,” he said. 

Gerasimov said a Soviet de- 
legation was expected to visit 
Israel some time in a consular 
capacity and to handle issues 
affecting Soviet church property 
in Israel. 

He would not be drawn on 
when the vfiat. might take place, 
but denied there was an agree- 
ment, to allow Israeli officials a 
reciprocal visit to the Soviet 
Union. 


Kremlin views Thatcher visit 
as event of great importance 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — The 
'Kremlin leadership has described 
British Prime Minister. Margaret 
Thatcher's visit .to the Soviet Un- 
ion as-an event -of major impor- 
tance despite discord on key issues 
including arms control, Pravda 
■said' Friday: 

'. The Communist Party news- 
paper said Soriet'ieader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, Prime Minister Niko- 
lai Ryzhkov and Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze had re-, 
ported to the ruling politbnro on. 
Thursday on the results of their 
.talks with Mrs. Thatcher. 

It said .they noted the “great 
significance* of the talks for bi- 
lateral and international -relations 1 
and stressed the importance of

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U.S. accuses Israel of defying 
South African arms embargo 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — The United States has 
accused Israel of selling aims to South Africa in- 
defiance of a 1977 U.N. arms embargo —- a move 
that could further strain U.S.-Israeli ties already* 
damage d by the Pollard spy case. 


“Israel appears to have sold 
military systems and sub-systems 
and provided technical assistance 
on a regular basis... and (been) 
involved in the maintenance and 
upgrade of major systems pro- 
vided before the 1977 embargo,” 
a State Department report sent to 
Congress said Thursday. 

The report was mandated by- 
Congress last October as part of 
the 1986 anti-aparthejd act im- 
posing sanctions against South 
Africa. The law empowers Con- 
gress to sever U.S. military aid to 
nations breaking the embargo but 
there seemed no immediate 
threat of a cut in aid to Israel. 

The three-page unclassified 
document also said that French 
and Italian companies, “prob- 
ably... with the knowledge of 
their governments,” bad sold' 
South Africa spare parts for 
French and Italian weapons sys- 
tems prior to the embargo. 

Arms manufacturers in West 
Germany, Britain, Switzerland 
and the Netherlands were also 


.said in the report to have ex- 
ported unidentified “articles co- 
vered by the embargo” but with- 
out government permission. 

Of those nations named, 
however, only Israel receives 
direct U.S. military aid — $1.8 
billion tins year out of a total aid 
package of $3 billion. 

Some published reports have 
said Israel's state-owned arms in- 
dustry sold arms to South Africa 
worth $600-800 million a year. 
But Israeli sources in Washington 
have said its military exports are 
just $100 million a year. 

But initial reaction in Congress- 
suggested that there would be no 
immedia te move to cut U.S. milit- 
ary aid to Israel 'despite disen- 
chantment with Israel over its 
role in President Reagan’s Iran 
arms scandal and the exposure of 
an Israeli spy ring in the United 
States. 

Former U.S. navy intelligence 
analyst Jonathan Pollard was 
sentenced last month to life in 
prison for spying for Israel. His 


wife was given a five-year jail 
term. 

The Reagan administration 
said Thursday that another 
American was involved in the 
espionage ring. The Israeli gov- 
ernment has the Pollard 

affair a rogue operation. 

In Jerusalem Thursday, Israeli 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres 
withheld comment on the report, 
saying he had not yet read it. But 
he reiterated Israel’s decision last 
month to refrain from si gnin g 
new defence contracts with South 
Afripa. 

Mr. Peres also said Israel was 
considering what additional steps 
it could take against South Afri- 
ca. “We thfatc the free world has 
to apply the necessary means in 
order to get rid of this terrible 
policy," he said. 

But several house legislators 
who led the fight to impose sanc- 
tions last year said Israel must do 
more to oppose apartheid. 

“Israel announced that it 
would ban all new military sales 
contracts to South. Africa,” said 
Representative Mickey Leland. 
“We in Congress welcome this 
announcement as a first, and let 
me emphasise first, step in cutting 
ties with South Africa.” 

Members of Congress and an 


Arab American lobbying group 
reacted angrily to the State De- 
partment report 


for last year’s South Africa sanc- 
tions law reacted with outrage to 
the report Thursday and began a 
campaign to write letters trf die 
offending governments. But they 
stopped short of threatening any 
cutoff of U.S. aid, which the law 
provides as an option.

Israeli newspaper admits 
Waldheim letter was fake 


TEL AVTV (R) — The Jei usalem 
Post newspaper admitted Friday 
that a document it published pur- 
porting be a letter from Austrian 
Foreign Minister Alois Mock to 
British Prime Minister Margaret. 
Thatcher was a fake. 

In the letter Mr. Mock was 
supposed to have agreed to a 
suggestion that Austrian Presi- 
dent Kurt Waldheim should be 
persuaded to resign on health 
grounds because allegations that 
he had hidden his Nazi past had 
hurt Austria. 

Mr. Mock is also Austria's 1 
vice-chancellor and the leader of 
the right-wing Austrian People’s 
Party (OEVP) to which Dr. Wal- 
dheim belongs. Mr. Mock has 
denied writing the letter and one 
of his aides said the foreign minis- 
ter would start legal proceedings 
over its publication in February. 


The Jerusalem Post, Israel’s 
English-language daily, said 
a lengthy inquiry had determined 
the document was a fabrication 
and editor Ari Rath had express- 
ed regret at its publication. 

Rath did not explain how the 
newspaper came to publish the 
letter but said “there are strong 
indications that certain elements 
within the Austrian People’s Par- 
ty were apparently behind the 
forgery of the Mob: letter.” 
Tne World Jewish Congress 
claims Dr. Waldheim, a former 
secretary general of the United 
Nations, lied about his war record 
to conceal his role in the German 
occupation army’s deportation of 
Jews in the Balkans in 1942-43.' 

Dr. Waldheim has acknotf? 
ledged having omitted parts of his 
war record but emphatically de- 
nied having been a Nazi. 


China : Talks with Israelis 
do not mean policy change 


PEKING (R) — China said Fri- 
day a recent meeting between the 
Chinese and Israeli representa- 
tives at the United Nations did 
not indicate a change in its policy 
on the Middle East. 


The meeting last month was 
the first openly acknowledged 
meeting between representatives 
of the "two states, which do not 
have diplomatic relations. Sever- 
al unpublicised meetings are be- 
lieved to have taken place in the 
past. 

Vice-Foreign Minister Qi 


Huaiyuan told a news confer- 
ence: 

“The meeting between the 
permanent representatives to the 
United Nations of China and 
Israel is pan of the efforts China 
has made to express its support 
for the convocation of an interna- 
tional conference for the settle- 
ment of the question of the Mid- 
dle East.” 


“It does not mean that China's 
policy with regard to these ques- 
tions has been changed,” he 
added. 


U.S. to indict New York 
broker in Pollard case 


TEL AVIV ( AP) — A newspap- 
er said Friday that U.S. investiga- 
tors plan to indict a New York 
stockbroker on charges he knew 
: about Jonathan Jay Pollard’s 
espionage and did not tell author- 
ities for months. 

The daily Yediot Ahronot said 
the man, whom it identified only 
as a Jewish stockbroker, was a 
friend of the Pollard family and 
had spurned efforts by the former 
U.S. navy analyst to recruit him 
to spy for Israel. 

the paper said it was the Wall 
Street businessman, identified in 
legal documents as “the friend,” 
who first told investigators of the 
role of Aviem Sella, an Israeli air 
force official who was subse- 
indicted in the United 
.for recruiting Pollard. . 

Pollard, a 32-year-okl ‘Amer- 
ican Jew, was sentenced to life in 
prison last month for | selling 
Israel cGsafied U.S. nriKtaiy in- 
formation. • 

The Yediot Ahronot report 
said the broker knew of Pollard's 
activities but came out with the 
information only six months after 
Pollard's arrest. 

Pollard himself has denied 
categorically that he attempted to 
recruit anyone to spy, the paper 
said. 

Menawhile, an American Jew- 
ish lawyer who once worked for 
the Israeli Defence Ministry and 
is wanted for questioning by U.S. 
investigators on his rote in the 
Pollard case said he was willing to 
be interrogated in Israel. 

Harold Katz, 65, issued a state- 
ment to reporters Thursday 


saying: “I have never dedmed to 
answer the prosecutor’s questions 
and offered to do so without any 

dawns of the fifth amendm ent 
privilege." 

g»tT also denied reports That 
the Israeli g over n ment was pre- 
venting him from testifying be- 
fore U.S. prosecutors, but added 
that because he was privy to 
secret Israeli information, he was 
barred from travelling to the Un- 
ited States. 

The lawyer, who has been liv- 
ing in Israel since 1972 and holds 
dnal American-Israefi citizenship, 
said he served as a legal adviser to 
the Defence Ministry until 1983. 

U.S. investigators claim Katz 
was Involved in the espionage 
activities.

In his statement, Katz said lie 
had nothing to do with the Pod- 
lard affair.

If such use was 
made, it was without my permis- 
sion or knowledge.

Washington 
rejects 
sale of 
planes 
to Iraq 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Hie 
United States has rejected the 
sale of American-built C-130 car- 
planes to Iraq, officials say, 
intelligence data that may 
help that country in its war with 
Iran is reportedly being sent. 

Government officials, speaking 
on condition they not be identi- 
fied, said Iraq had made known 
its interest m gening the transport 
planes and the radar equipment 
earlier this year. 

Bnt the United States, main- 
taining a policy of neutrality in 
the war, raid it would not issue 
the necessary export licences, the 
officials said Thursday. 

The officials said no formal 
request for the sale was made 'to 
the United States, but the Iraqis 
“let it be known” they were' 
interested in the equipment, 
especially after revelations that 
President Ronald Reagan autho- 
rised the sale , of American-made 

militar y equipment to Iran . 

Iraq has been seeking cargo 
aircraft to ferry weapons from 
suppliers in Western Europe and 
has expressed an interest in U.S. 
radar equipment, the officials 
said. 


For years, most Iraqi militar y 
om the Soviet 


came from 
fhion, but since the war began in 
1980, Iraq -has diversified its 
supply sources. French Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac said 
Wednesday at a Washington 
news conference that the; country 
is' one of the arms suppliers. 

While maintaining the ban on 
weapons sales to Iraq, the United 
States has been supplying intelli- 
gence data to that country, the 
New York Times reported 
Thursday. 


In Washington, a senior De- 
fence Department official said on 
Thursday that Libya was massing 
. between 8,000 and 10,000 troops 
in north western Chad.

Contractors discuss merger possibilities

AMMAN — The Jordan Con- 
tractors Association (JCA) has 
completed assessing foe viability 
of establishing bases for setting 
up off-shore companies and 
merging other local Institutions to 
overcome a projected scale down 
in the sector’s 'activities m the 
coming years. 

“In foe next development 
scheme, the volume of work will 
be reduced since the majority of 
the Kingdom’s infrastructure will 
be completed by 1990. We have 
to prepare ourselves for foe fu- 
ture,” and this could only be 
attaine d through such mergers, 
JCA President Ali Abu Al 
Ragheb told the assodation’s 
general assembly meeting on 
Friday. 

The issuance of a defence order 
setting the basis for merging local 
contracting firms is expected in 
foe coming 10 days and the step is 
seen as a means to create larger 
companies — with greater equip- 
ment and accumulated expertise 
T-r'to cevphtmdte replace foreign.}' 

mg- Jiere- .ir^SJ^^^^levglop 
these companies into’ more sub- ' 
stantial institutions and will up- 
grade their managerial and finan- 
cial skills to enable them face the 
tough market competition. 

At -present, 400 companies 
have registered within the JCA’s 
classified categories (from 1-5) 
and official figures reveal that the 
total registered paid up capital of 
all classified contractors to date is 
JD 100 nriUkm. 


The economic recession in the 
area and the expected public ex- 
penditure of between JD 140-180 
milljon on construction in 1987 
are two major problems facing 
contracting firms which are grea- 
ter in number than the volume of 
work. 

Undercutting 

To overcome foe . expected 
slowdown, some contracting 
companies are following an 
undercutting policy under which 
they secure tenders by greatly 
lowering their bids, often well 
below cost prices. 

Mr. Abu Al Ragheb pledged 
that the association would do its 
utmost to put an end to the policy 
of crash-pricing, but urged con- 
tractors to be more cooperative 
and to adhere to a reasonable 
tender furring system.

U.S. provides $26.2m for 
wide range of enterprises 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The govern- 
ment of Jordan, ^presented by 
Minister of Planning Taher Ka- 
nsan and the United States gov- 
ernment, represented by Mr. 
Lewis R. Reade, director of the 
U.S. Agency for International 
Development (USAID), Thurs- 
day signed an agreement for 
S26.2 million in loans and grants 
to finance five assistance pro- 
jects. Road construction, agricul- 
ture, business management, com- 
munity health and manufacturing 
enterprises will benefit from this 
financial support, according to a 
press release issued by the Amer- 
ican. Centre in Amman- 

Of this, S10 million will provide 

for continued improvement of foe 
Amman-N a’ur-Dead Sea road, a 
vital link between foe capital, the 
Jordan Valley, foe Dead Sea, the 
West Bank, and the southern 
port of Aqaba. This three-year 
project is being implemented by 
the Ministry of Public Works and 
is expected to stimulate greater 
regional development and trans- 
portation efficiency. Among foe 
benefits expected to be realised 
are greater industrial and agri- 
cultural production through re- 
duced highway user costs, en- 
hanced tourist industry produc- 
tion and improved movement of 
trade through the Jordan Valley 
from Aqaba to Amman, the re- 
lease continued. 

Management programme 

A programme of administra- 
tive training for public and pri- 
vate sector managers will also 
benefit from a new grant of $1.5 
million, bringing foe total U.S. 


contribution to this programme 
to $3.1 million. Both sbort-tenn 
and long-term graduate level 
management training in foe U.S. 
will aim at increasing production 
•efficiency and job creation. The 
project mil also provide funding 
for Ugh level participation to 
•attend professional seminars 
offered in third countries, and 
fund consultants to design spe- 
cialised management courses in 
Jordan, according to foe release. 

To assist private sector manu- 
facturing firms in improving their 
production efficiency and quality* 
USAID is granting $5.5 million in 
addition to foe S4 million contri- 
buted to this Industrial Develop- 
ment Project in 1986. Three key 
Jordanian organisations, the 
Chamber of Industry, the Jordan 
Institute of Management and the 
Faculty of Engineering and Tech- 
nology at the University of Jor- 
dan will receive this additional 
support for expanding their ser- 
vices to foe manufacturing sector. 
Training programmes in modem 
management methods, new tech- 
nologies, quality improvement 
concepts, marketing, and produc- 
tion efficiency are among the 
subjects offered by American in- 
dustrial specialists. An additional 
focus is the establishment of a 
new Department of Industrial 
Engineering at the University of. 
Jordan. 

Health tr aining 

A grant of $4.5 million adds 
continued support to a six-year 
Amcrican-Jordanian programme 
aimed at enhancing foe training 
of private health care workers. 


The creation of a National Train- 
ing Institute for Ministry ot 
Health teachers and nurses and 
the revision and expansion of 
training curricula will strengthen 
the quality of Jordan’s nursing 
profession and enhance the prim- 
ary health care being delivered to 
mothers and children. Two U.S. 
private voluntary agencies. Save 
the Children Federation and 
Catholic Relief Services, will par- 
ticipate in the development of 
this programme. 

Agricultural production 

To stimulate greater agricultu- 
ral production, foe U.S. is pro* 
riding an additional S4.7 million 
in loans and grams to a -1986 
contribution of S17 million for 
Highland Agricultural Develop- 
ment. 

These foods will create the 
National Centre for Agricultural 
Research and Technology Trans- 
fer and four regional agricultural 
services centres in the highland 
areas. Jordanians will be trained 
both in the United States and in- 
Jordan in 'successful agricultural 
technologies, effective extension 
mechanisms of that knowledge to 
local farmers, cooperatives and 
production companies, credit 
guarantee systems, and farmer 
support services.

Housing Bank 
posts JD 2.86m 
net profit 
for 1986 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Hous- 
ing Bank last year made a net 
profit of JD 2.86 million and will 
distribute dividends to sharehol- 
ders at the rate of 11 per cent, 
according to an annual report 
read- out at a Housing Bank 
general' assembly meeting on 
Thursday. Hie report said that 
foe general assembly unanimous- 
ly approved the 1986 financi al 
statement which provides for 
allocating JD 14 mfllion as re- 
serves for the bank. 

Following foe meeting, foe 
chairman of the bank’s board of 
directors, Mr. Zuhair Khouri, 
said that so far foe Housing Bank 
has contributed JD 17.5 million 
to die capital of various com- 
panies and organisations and to 
economic projects in the 
Kingdom. 

The Housing Bank will con- 
tinue to cany out its primary 
mission pf providing funds, for 
construction projects, especially 
housing projects for families of 
limi ted or low income and will 
also offer loans to individuals 
purchasing their own homes, Mr. 
Khouri said. 

Over the past 13 years, the 
Housing Bank has been in- 
strumental in implementing ma- 
jor construction projects m the 
country and has contributed to 
building approximately 70,000 
housing units, Mr. Khouri; 
pointed out He said that the 
.Housing Bank has now 81 bran- 
ches in different parts of the 
country in order to extend ser- 
vices to as wide an area as posa- 
ble and to help in the construc- 
tion of foe -country.

U.S. funds programme to 
improve rural family health 


'AMMAN (J.T.) — The United 
States government has signed an 
agreement with the Catholic Re- 
lief Services (CRS) for a three- 
year, half- milli on dollar program- 
me to improve the health -of 
Jordanian rural families. 

The agreement for $537,385 
was signed by Mr. Lewis Reade, 
Director of foe United States 
Agency for International De- 
velopment (USAID) in Jordan, 
and Sister Leona Donahue, 
Country Representative of 
Catholic Relief Services, accord- 
ing to a press release issued by 
the American Centre in Amman. 

Based on a similar CRS project 
on the West Bank, this East Bank 
programme will train selected 
women from Karak, Southern 
Ghor and the Ma’an/Wadi Musa 


areas in first aid. disease symp- 
toms, complications of pregnan- 
cy, child spacing, personal 
hygiene, and sanitary procedures 
for food preparation and storage. 

These para-professionals will in 
turn offer training courses to 
women from 30 villages who, 
through home visits, will monitor ■ 
the health of the local families. 
Cases in need of professional 
medical assistance will be refer- 
red to the regional public health 
centres, the release said. 

The programme will be 
directed by Mrs. Hanneh Dabab- 
neh, in dose coordination with 
Ministry of Health personnel. 
This cooperation will provide for 
continuation of the projeceon the 
expiration of the three-year 
grant, it added. 


Paediatricians discuss paper 
on benefits of breast feeding 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The fourth 
Jordanian symposium on paediat- 
rics which opened in Amman on 
Thursday has discussed a working 
paper from Jordan dealing with a 
study on the benefits of breast 
feeding. The paper, which points 
out the benefits of mothers’ milk 
for children aged between four 
and six months, was presented by 
Dr. Saad Hijazi from foe Uni- 
versity of Science and Tech- 
nology. 

Two other working papers 
from Britain and West Germany 
were discussed by delegates parti- 
cipating in the two-day sympo- 
sium which is being attended by 
nearly 400 Arab and foreign spe- 
cialists and paediatricians. 

The symposium was opened by 
Health Minister Zaid Hamzeh 
who spoke about foe benefits of 
vaccination for children at an 


early age to prevent disease. Dr. 
Hassan Khreis, president of the 
Jordanian Medical Association 
(JMA), welcomed Egypt back to 
the Arab Doctors Federation and 
said that Egypt’s participation is 
essential. Dr. Hassan Faroun, 
president of the Jordan Paediatric 
Society, said that the symposium 
aims at helping paediatricians to 
be oriented on foe latest trends in 
paediatric treatment. 

In addition to Jor danian physi- 
cians, guest lecturers from Eng- 
land, Germany, Holland and Fin- 
land are participating in the sym- 
posium which will discuss a host 
of topics including the prevention 
of high risk pregnancy, the treat- 
ment of premature infants, feed- 
ing premature infants, recent 
Advances in etiology and the 
treatment of diarrhoea.

The content of education as well as the method by which it is 
imparted are of vital interest And, if we have emphasised the 
negative effects of the rote system previously, it is because it lies at 
flic heart of the problems facing our educational system in thelong 
ran. Tbe rote system with its emphasis on memorisation, is an 
individual act expanding, for those who are more capable of 
memorisation, their individual capacity, and thus, by definition, 
deemphasising team work. And while a certain amount of 
memorisation is necessary and desirable, as is a certain measure of 
individuality, the fact cannot be denied that we carry both to the 
extreme: Often it turns not only to selfishness and disdain of 

others, t^ to the development of wirat tbe FreraiicaUincrvisstsnw,

WASHINGTON — Israel most 
bring to book all those involved 
in the Pollard spy case before it 
dispels completely die mistrust it 
has generated in the United 
States, U.S. officials say.

The Justice Deportment is con- 
ducting its own investigation into 
the affair, in part to find out just 
what U.S. secrets Pollard gave to 
Israel and whether he was its only 
spy, tee officials said. 

The officials said Sella had 
recruited Pollard and had “hand- 
ed him over to tee professionals,” 
namely veteran spymaster Rafi 
Eitan. Eitan was tee next obvious 
target at Israeli .investigations.

AS diplomatic efforts continue to overcome obstacles in the way of 
the proposed international Middle East peace conference Israel and 
the Zionist movement have resorted to blackmailing certain interna- 
tional parties to tbe conference including tbe Soviet Union.

TOKYO — Prime Minister Yasor 
hire Nakasone may have been 
dealt a fetal political blow by the 
yen’s renewed rapid rise and the 
threat of a trade war with the 
United States, political analysts 
have said.

“The close relationship be- 
tween Nakasone and President 
Ronald Reagan was an important 
dement of Nakasone’s power 
base,” said Waseda University 
political science professor Mit- 
sum Uchida. “So the emergence 
of U.S. criticism damages Naka- 
sone." 

Even before tee latest trade 
friction flared, Nakasone was en- 
countering criticism not only 
from opposition parties but with- 
in his own party over his proposal 
to levy a sales tax. 

“Many factions within tbe LDP 
are distancing themselves from 
mkasone,” Uchida told Reuters. 
“His position within the LDP. 
itself is not so strongly estab-’ 


with many in his party, is seeing 
his public support erode, tbe 
analysts said. 

They said Nakasone’s critics

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Ancient adobe 
offers hope for 
housing crisis

SKY CITY, New Mexico — 
by adobe brick, Acorna 
Indian workmen are rebnilrfinp 
40 0-year -old apartments in their 
ancestral pueblo atop an isolated 
367-foot mesa.

All roots of the world Acoma 
deno te “a place that always was,* 1 
writes historian Alan Minge. The 
people claim that their mesa-top 
borne about 60 mile* west of 
A lb u querque is the oldest con- 
tinuously inhabited city in the 
United States. Minge says they’ve 
been there for at least 1,000 years 
' — possibly much longer — and 
archaeologists agree that Acoma 
Pueblo has been occupied at least 
since A.D. 1200. 

Learned from Spanish 

The enduring technique of 
.making adobe bricks in molds 
was introduced to the Acoma by 
Spanish conquistadores in the 
mid- 1500s. Only 50 or so Acoma 
now live year-round in the pueb- 
lo. Their determination to pre- 
serve their ancient traditions 
means that they larfr such ameni- 
ties as electricity and running 
water. , 

Their adviser on the restora- 
tion is a white man from Albu- 
querque, Paul Graham McHenry 
Jr., an architect and builder who 
specialises in adobe construction 
fluid sees adobe as a solution to 
many of die Third World’s in- 
creasingly urgent housing prob- 
lems. 

“The worldwide energy crisis, 
particularly in developing na- 
tions, must lead to the utilisation 
of earth as a building material to 
meet ever-increasing needs,” 
McHenry wrote in a paper pre- 
sented in Ankara, Turkey, last 
summer. “Wc have no other 
choice.” 

McHenry, author of several 
books on adobe and other ear- 
then buildings, notes that more 
than half of the world’s people 


five in houses made of earth. He 
traces their earfy development to 
the Middle East, where-he says 
such structures were built as early 
as 800 B.C. in the Tlgris-Eup- 
hrates Valley. 

He is a member of the Advis- 
ory Council of the International 
Foundation for Earth Construc- 
tion, a three-year-old organisa- 
tion committed to helping solve 
gjtobal housing problems. An esti- 
mated 800 million units are 
needed to house the world’s 
poor. 

Foundation ' president is Eric 
Carbon of Goster, N.J., farmer 
chief of housing for the United 
Nations. “Our main interest,” he 
says, ‘is in how to transfer some 
of this relatively simple technolo- 
gy to countries where there are 
serious bousing problems.” 

The U.N. General Assembly 
has designated 1987 the Interna- 
tional Year of Shelter for the 
Homeless. The foundation’s acti- 
vities this year will be linked to 
that theme. 

Examples worldwide 

The well-travelled Carlson lists 
widespread examples of earthen 
buildings: Grenoble, Fiance, site 
of active training and research in 
sucb construction; China, where 
more than 30 million people 
dwell in caves; Colombia, where 
volcanic soQ is proving to be an 
ideal material for pressed brick; 
and numerous other areas. 

Carlson pegs modi of his hope 
to a 55-year-old process, de- 
veloped in California, to mass- 
produce “stabilised” bricks, 
waterproof and erosion-resistant, 
by meting mod with an asphalt 
emulsion. Building with earth 
“has the potential for catching 
on,” he says. 

McHenry views it as “an uphill 
battle,” partly because of adobe’s 
“split image of either poverty or 
great affluence.” 

Traditionally, earthen budd- 
ings have provided shelter for the 
world’s' neediest people. In the 
southwestern United States, 
adobe provided an inexpensive 
‘answer to housing needs for gen- 
erations. Only in the past few 
decades has it become, in Carl- 
son’s words, a “chic and. aesthetic 
building material.” ■

With 
very little experience and equip- 
ment, anyone can make his own 
bricks. If he has sufficient skill 
and diligence, he can build a 
comfortable home. Thick adobe 
walls ensure coolness in the sum- 
mer and warmth in the winter. 
And they are almost soundprooL- 

Do-it-y ourself adobe 

In a homemade adobe house in , 


a suburb of Santa Fe live a 
writer-photographer, David No- 
ble, and his artist wife, Ruth 
Meiia. They are members of a 
legion of erstwhile easterners 
who have fallen in love with die 
Southwest and moved there. 

Unless they’d built it them- 
selves, they couldn't have 
afforded the snug house. With a 
lot of trial and error along the 
way, they’ve been building it for 
12 years. It began with a single 
room and gradually expanded to 
include a bedroom, a darkroom 
for David, a studio for Ruth, and 
an office, now under construc- 
tion. 

Last winter the couple’s only 
beating expense was a cord and a 
half of wood for their living-room 
stove. 

“It’s very straightforward and 
simple,” Noble, a Yale-educated 
.forma French teacher, says of 
the adobe-budding process, lilt’s 
very creative and satisfying. It 
feels very much fike borne when 
you buikl it yourself.” 


Soweto: Monument to apartheid

SOWETO, South Africa — 
Soweto is southern Africa’s 
hugest city, though to lode at it 
with its serried ranks of single- 
storey dwellings and almost tree- 
less landscape, yon would not 
realfre. . Overshadowed 

architecturally, financially and 
commercially by nearby Johan- 
nesburg, Soweto is a huge black 
community that the present gov- 
ernment would like to be able to 


Indeed, as part of its platform 
in the- May whites-only par- 
liamentary elections, die ruling 
National Pasty, has resuscitated 
the extraordinary idea that Sone> 
to be made an independent city-, 
state — a medieval concept which 
would allow the central author- 
ities to wash their bands of re- 
sponsibility for what is t urning 
into a political and environmental 
time-bomb. 

Officially, Soweto has a 
population of around one and a 
half million — which averages out ' 
at about 12 to a house. But the 
army mrit that is stationed in the 
area to help maintain security 
under the current state of 
emergency says that the figure is 
over two-and-a-half million, and 
h ea d i n g for three milli on fast. 

Though a high birth rate is an 
im p o r tant factor in that growth,' 
the mam reason for the rapid 
increase in Soweto’s inhabitants 
is the greater freedom of move- 
ment for South Africa’s blacks, 
anna the ■ sc ra p ping of some of file 
country’s more pernicious ’pass- 
book* and ’Influx Control’ laws, 
Soweto is a natural magnet for 
mi g r an t* as it is one of the few 
places in that part of the Trans- 
vaal where black people are 
allowed to five. 

However much President Re- 
fer W. Botha may claim that 
apartheid is outmoded and dying 
out, the Group Areas Act, winch 
controls where people of each 
race may or may not five, is stiH 
very much a reality . 

As South Africa is experienc- 
ing the common African — in- 
deed, Third World — phe- 
nomenon of migration towards 
the cities, hundreds of thousands 
of raral blacks have been pouring 
into townships Kite Soweto, put- 
ting. terrible , strains cm facilities. 

Planners hoped they could ease 
die problems of Soweto by get-

fearful for their property values, 
have managed to get the plans 
shelved. 

The evidence of the conse- 
quent overcrowding in Soweto, 
and its associated health and so- 
cial problems, is easy to see. 
There is no suitable land left for 
buHding in the permitted black 
zone, so shacks and other 
makeshift homes have appeared 
in the tiny back gardens of peo- 
ple’s houses, as they try to 
accommodate relatives and 
friwitk coming in from the coun- 
tryside. 

Bits of wasteland have become 
squatter camps, housmg 
thousands of people who have 
built huts and shelters with what- 
ever they can lay their hands on. 
Initially, the authorities tried to 
knock down such set tlem e nt s, but 
now they have given up, and 
instead attempt to provide basic 
infrastructure fike water-stand- 
pipes, chemical toilets and a re- 
fuse collection service. 

In the past two years, the 
formerly neat, dean streets of 
Soweto as a whole have become 
Uttered and insanitary, partly be- 
Icaose of a breakdown in pttbfic 
services in the wake of po fiti ca T 
unrest 

Local black cou nc ill or s, re- 
jected by radicals as being 
stooges of the white central gov- 
ernment, have become tearful for 
their lives and have moved into 
fortified a c c ommo dation — even 
mare remote than ever from the 
people they are meant to be 
serving. 

Typical of their attitude is foe 
condescension of tbe Mayor, Nel- 
son Bottle, who complained to 
the nm prme pace; “People here 
are ungrateful. Instead of thank- 
ing tbe poor mayor and council- 
lors for helping them, they call 
you names.* He wunmatiseri the 
residents of Orlando, one of the 
setters of Soweto, by saying: 
“They are always drunk and 
spend their fives in shebeens 
(drinking bouses)”. 

' Local and provincial health au- 
thorities are determined that the 
collapse of effective local govern- 
ment must not lead to an 
epidemic or similar emergency. 
They have built up a network of 
neighbourhood duties, where de- 
dicated staff — of all races — 
ba ttl e i gfatf more com- 

monly associated with impove- 
rished rural areas, rather than tbe 
environs of a sophisticated mod- 
em city like Johannesburg. 


Tuberculosis and acute infant de- 
hydration are common. 

There is also a hospital, called 
Baragwanath, which prides itself 
on bong the biggest in the south- 
ern hemisphere. It has 2,750 
beds, and because of its specialist 
fertilities, attracts patients from a 
wide area, indudmg neighbour- 
ing countries like Botswana and 
Lesotho. The demand is so great 
that occupancy is often at 230 per 
cent In other words, for every 
two patients in beds, there are 
three on the floor. Some beds in 
the Whites-only hospitals of 
Johannesburg lie e mp t y . 

The white director of Baragwa- 
nath said that no-one who needs 
hospitalisation will be turned 
away. He also noted that there 
had been a marked rise recently 
in the familiar diseases of a wes- 
ternised society, things like 
appendicitis, hypertension and 
heart — all virtually un- 


known before among the African 
population. 

There is a new generation of 
blacks in Soweto, as yet still a 
minority, who have good jobs 
and earn good- wages, and have 
butit some elegant homes that sit 
incongruously next to slum neigb- 
bouxhoods. 

• South African government offi- 
cials see this em er gent black mid- 
dle dass as. a sign of hope for the 
country’s future, and proof that 
not all blacks have been subju- 
gated by apartheid. 

Yet the overwhelming message 
from Soweto is one of frustration 
and indignation. Tbe growing 
squalor of tire squatter areas is 
only tbe most visible sign of an 
unhealthy, unnatural and politi- 
cally-created environment, which 
.only the scrapp ing of apartheid 
can alleviate — Earthscan fea- 
ture.

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1000 walk for charity

AMMAN — A melange of people of different ages, 
sizes and nationalities crowded onto the grounds of 
the Plaza Hotel an hour and a half before the 
scheduled start of the Amman leg of the Charity 
March across Jordan. 


Group leaders struggled 
through the throngs of people to 
reach the registration tables in 
order to turn in their groups 
sponsorship sheet forms. Volun- 
teers and members of the Society 
for the Care of Neurological Pa- 
tients, tried frantically to keep 
the papers of the 45 groups orga- 
nised and to calculate an estimate 
of the amount raised. 

Organisers, speaking through 
loudspeakers, called out the 
order of departure, each group 
Leaving a few minutes apart, be- 
ginning at 9:00. 

Drams rolled and bagpipes 
played as the three main walkers 
— Vicken Dakessian, 2d, Ali 
Pharoan, 28, and Halim Abu 
Rahmeh, 29 — led an estimated 
1000 walkers through the Amman 
stage. “This large a turnout was 
not expected, but was very wel- 
comed,” said Her Royal High- 
ness Princess Majida, head of the 
society. 

Many families joined in, with 
small children riding on their 
fathers’ shoulders or pushed in 
baby carriages. Nuns donned 
their tennis Shoes, while school- 
children carried radios blaring 
music to entertain the walkers. 
Others were oblivious to the com- 
motion around them as they slip- 
ped into the bliss of their own 
world, thanks to their portable 
‘Walkman’. Even dogs were in- 
volved as they were taken for an 
extra long walk. 

Off to a brisk start, the walkers 
crowded the streets, taking up 
one lane on the road from the 
Plaza Hotel to the 4th, 5th, 6th, 
and 7th Circles. However, the 
crowds thinned out on the road to 
the Gateway Hotel. 


Walkers were accompanied the 
entire distance by an ambulance, 
police, and a bus, from A1 
Ahliyyah gills school, used to 
ferry back tired participants. Ev- 
ery three kilometres, a station 
was set up, offering chips and 
peanuts, provided by the Plaza 
Hotel, and water, provided by 
Safa. Some of the last walkers 
reached the stations after they 
bad run out of supplies. 

Two of the stragglers relayed 
their experiences to the Jordan 
Times. Reem and Dana, after 
covering 17 kilometres, began 
feeling pangs of hunger, which 
increased markedly by as they 
passed two stations, only to find 
there was no food. “It was 2:00 
and we began hallucinating; a 
chubby child which appeared in 
front of us began to look appetis- 
ing. like a miracle, a van with 
pack lunches came and asked us if 
we wanted food,” they said, 
laughing. 

All the walkers were provided 
launches from Plaza Hotel and 
pizza from Pizza Hut at the 24 
kilometre station. At this point, 
participants rested under tents 
which were set up on Mr. Hamar- 
neh’s form, off of the Madaba 
exit on Airport Road. Although 
80 per cent of the participants, 
according to Reem Najjar one of 
the coordinators of die walk, 
made it to this point, a large 
number dropped out thereafter. 

The Spanish ambassador, Mr. 
Emilio Menendez del Valle ex- 
plained why he did not stop. “If I 
did, I was afraid I would feel so - 
tired that I would not continue.” 
Apparently, many proved Mr. 
Dei Valle's theory. 

Hiyam Mansour was one who 


did not stop for lunch either, and 
arrived at the Gateway Hotel at 
2:05, the first of the walkers. Two 
hours earlier at 11:58, the first 
runner of the Hash House Har- 
riers, Manfred Gzek arrived. He 
covered the distance in 2 hours, 
58 minutes; six other runners of 
the Harriers arrived before 1230. 

Abdel Noor, 14 years old, was 
the first child to finish the 37 
kilometres, ’‘not feeling too 
tired”; Victor Gibran Petrol, a 
five-year-old, finished an hour 
after him at 335. By around 6:00 
p.m., the last of the estimated 200 

finishers came fo- 

The primary motivations for 
most walkers who talked to the 
Jordan Times was for both char- 
ity and exercise. One woman 
would not even stop after medics 
in the ambulance bandaged both 
her feet. Walking without shoes, 
she said: “This is more comfort- 
able.” 

High spirits and favourable 
weather was present throughout 
the walk. Friends and family 
members encouraged walkers. 

Princess Majida noted at the 
finish: “ Some of the walkers 


looked as though they were about 
abut they cue 


to collapse but they did not stop.” 
A thirteen-year-old from the 
Queen Aha Centre for the Deaf, 
Sana’a, led by her sister, man- 
aged to complete 24 kilometres. 

His Royal Highness Prince 
Ra’d said he joined the walk to

ly members who participated 
were: Their Royal Highnesses 
Princes Hamzeh and Hashem, 
and Princesses Haya, Iman and 
Raya (in a baby carriage).

Egypt proposes $4b projects to Kuwait 


KUWAIT (AP) — r Egypt has 
proposed that Kuwait investors 
implement 40 projects costing $4 
billion in the North African Arab 
nation. 

Mr. Mohieddin Al Ghareebr 
deputy d ire c t or of Egypt’s Public 
Authority for Investment, made 
foe announcement at a news con- 
ference held Wednesday at the 
conduskra of a four-day meeting 
of foe joint Kuwait-Egyptian 
commission which is charged with 
promoting -Kuwaiti investment in 
Egypt 

. A stateni^ issued by the com- 
mission said representatives for 
the public and private sectors in 


foe two countries agreed to setup 
“a holding company” to launch 
'investment activities “within the 
c ons tr ain t s of theEgyptian laws.” 
• Sheikh Abdul- Aziz -Al Al 
Saqr, chairman of Kuwait’s 
chamber of commerce and indus- 
try, said the two sides agreed to 
decide on the capital later. 

“The proposed 40 ventures, 
which were accompanied by 
feasibility studies, cover indnst- 
rial, agricultural and touristic 
fields,” Sheikh Al Saqr said. 

The statement said the Kuwaiti 
team on the commission “ex- 
pressed satisfaction over Egyp- 
tian assurances that a new invest- 


ment law to be enacted shortly 
will give more freedom of move- 
ment to foreign capital invested 
in Egypt.” 

Kuwaiti interest in investment 
projects in Egypt grew after 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar-' 
ak’s participation in an T«ia«iA* 
summit conference in Kuwait in. 
January, ending officially an 
eight-year Arab boycott of 

Egypt- 

Most of the Arab countries 
severed relations with Cairo after 
the late president Anwar 
signed a U.S.-sponsored peace 
treaty with Israel in 1979. 


“Contractors risk damage to 
machinery from rain,” Mr. 
Moosa Al Rnbaian, general man- 
ager of the National Company for 
Cooperative Insurance (NCCI), 
told the En glish - language news- 
paper Arab News. 

“And if the contractors are in 
the wadis, the flash floods are 
severe,” he told the Saudi news- 
paper. Wadis are desert valleys 
that can turn into torrents when it 
rains. 

Construction activities abound 
in the oil-rich kingdom, where 
petrodollars are funnelled into 
diversified economic and social 
development programmes. 

“Fires are foe second-worst- 
here,” he said. 

“But because Saudis usually 
don’t go to court for damages as 
foe litigious Americans do, usur- - 
ance rates in the kingdom are one 
of the lowest in the world,” be 
said. 

The NCCI, which began opera- 
tions late last year, is the king- 
dom's first official insurance firm 
and its strength lies in foe fact it 


will write Tsiarnie insurance. 

Sheikh Al Rnbaian, in an inter- 
view with the AP, cited rulings by 
the 46-nation Organisation of 
Islamic Conference council on 
religious edicts, which has said 
that insurance can be considered 
Isl am ic. Life insurance is not 
acceptable, however. 

Islamic scholars say that if in- 
surance simply seeks to avoid foe 
conseqnencesof God’s will, then 
it is un- Islamic. Life insurance 
falls under this category. 

If instead, it seeks simply to 
spread the risk of disaster to 
make it more bearable, then it is 
permissible because it does not 
seek to avoid the consequences of 
God’s actions. 

Sheikh A 1 Rubaian said 
NCCTs insurance system is Isla- 
mic because of foe cooperative 
sharing of risk by policy holders. 
“This is dose to mutual support, 
and is acceptable to our senior 
ulema” or Islamic scholars, he 
said. 

The new firm, formally 


approved by the ministty of com- 
merce last month, is located at 
the Riyadh headquarters of Saudi 
Investment Bank. It will open 
offices in foe Red Sea port of 
Jeddah and foe Eastern Province 
capital of Dammam by the end of 
foe year. 

The company, which has au- 
thorised capita] up to 500 million 
riyals (S133 million), has taken an 
increase in capital up to 250 
million riyals ($66.6 million). 
Sheikh Al Rubaian said. 

The company is owned 50 per 
cent by the Public Investment 
Fund, 25 per cent by foe General 
Organisation for Social Insurance 
and 25 per cent by the Retire- 
ment Pension Agency, all govern- 
ment agencies. 

So far, foe company has been' 
taking business from large gov- 
ernment-owned organisations, 
such as Saudi Basic industries 
Corp. and foe grain silos and 
flour mills organisations. 

The kingdom's insurance mar- 
ket is large and crowded with 
many firms, but NCCI is the first 
national firm. They compete for 
an estimated S300 million to SI 
billion worth of business a year. 

The company hopes to gain 
five per cent of the market in its 
first year and 10 per cent in the 
second year.

26. The j ump to 7.75 per cent was 
foe first since banks raised foe 
prime to 13 per cent from 12J> 
per cent in Jane 1984. 

The major pressures to boost 
the prime rate come from pros- 
pects of higher inflation and from 
the rise in short-term interest 
rates over the past several' 
months, which has increased the 
-banks’ cost of borrowing in the 
'money markets. 

The sharp fen of the dollar has 
been a major factor in the rise in 
short-term rates. A weak dollar 


reduces the returns on dollar- 
de nominated assets for foreign 
investors, who then seek to offoet 
die drop with higher rates from 
banks that borrow billions in the 
global money markets. * 

“This (prime increase) is not 
necessarily a judgment by major 
banks that rates are going to go 
up on a sustained basis,” raid Mr. 
William Sullivan, director of 
money market research for Dean 
Witter Reynolds Inc. “It's mors 
of a recognition of the reality of 
rising rates” caused by foe recent 
Instability of foe dollar. 


IBM introduces new personal i computers 


NEW YORK (R) —After 
month* of anticipation, Interna- 
tional Business Machines Corp 
(IBM) Thursday unveiled a new 
"generation of personal computers 
aimed at reestablishing the com- 
pany’s dominance of the field. 

■ The four products maik IBM’s 
fort complete overhaul of its per- 
sonal computer (PC) line and are 
-seen as the most significant addi- 
tion to PC ranks smee IBM, the 
world’s biggest computer com- 
pany, entered the business in 
1981. 

IBM, though still the PC lead- 
er, has been suffering a loss of 
market share to a host of com- 
petitors, particularly U.S. and 
Asian manufacturers of low-cost 
imitations, or “dones” of IBM 
models. 

The new IBM machines, which 
are compatible with existing IBM 
PCs, are spearheaded by a top-of- 


the-line unit based on the Intel 
Corp 80386 computer chip, mak- 
ing it the most powerful IBM PC' 
so far. The chiphas already been- 
osed by IBM competitors. 

Other members of the new 
generation, called Personal Sys- 
tem/2, include an Intel 8086- 
based model which IBM said is 
up to two and a half times as fast 
as its IBM PC XT model. 

* IBM also introduced two new 
versions of its PC at system. 
These use an hotel 80286 drip 
running 50 per cent faster than 
I the existing IBM PC AT. 

I The new personal computers 
can ran a new operating system, 
called IBM Dos Version 33, 
which is now available. The com- 
pany also said it wfl] offer a 
second operating system, called 
IBM Operating System/2, de- 
veloped -jointly with Microsoft 
Corp. 


Last yer IBM lost an estimated 
20 per cent of its shares of the PC 
market as PC revenues declined 
.17 per cent, to $43 bflUon. Some 
350 .companies worldwide have 
| copied IBM’s circuitry and intro- 
duced their own low-cost PCs.

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Reagan suffers defeat in 
Congress over highway bill 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan has suf- 
fered an embarrassing defeat in Congress oyer a 
highway funding bill despite his last-minute personal 
visit to the legislative chamber seeking support from 
fellow Republicans. 


Mr. Reagan spent 90 minutes 
with Senate Republicans Thurs- 
day, asking them to uphold his 
veto of the highway bill, which 
included a provision to meet a 
popular demand of increasing the 
speed limit on some rural high- 
ways to 65 mph from 55 (104 kph 
from 88). 

But shortly after Mr. Reagan 
returned to the White House, 13 
of the Republicns deserted him 
and joined all 54 Senate 
Democrats in voting 67-33 — ex- 
actly the two-thirds majority 
needed — to quash his veto of the 
$88-billion bill and thus pass the 
legislation into law. 

The vote had been touted as an 
indicator of how Mr. Reagan's 
•last 21 months in office will go. 
But leading Democrats said after 
the vote they thought it would 
have no lasting effect. 

The House of Representatives 
voted to override by 350-73 on 
Tuesday. 

In a White House statement, 
Mr. Reagan said: “I am deeply 
disappointed by the vote. 1 knew 
in advance that the battle would 
be tough and the odds were long. 
But we cannot retreat from our 
commitment to a responsible 
budget." 


“My efforts to control spending 
are not diminish ed and I remain 
firm in my pledge to die Amer- 
ican taxpayers to speak ont 
against budgetary excesses,” be 
said. 

The defeat was a particularly 
tough one for Mr. Reagan, who is 
trying to show he is back in 
charge after Iran arms scandal 
revelations, because he appeared 
to have won the battle, on 
Wednesday when the Senate 
voted to sustain his veto. 

But Democrats immediately 
moved to reconsider the vote and 
North Carolina Senator Terry 
Sanford, the only Democrat to 
support Mr. Reagan, later swindl- 
ed his vote, changing the out- 
come. * 

Democratic leader Robert 
Byrd of West Virginia said the 
vote would not diminkh Mr. 
Reagan’s influence with Con- 


“This isn't going to make or 
break the president There’ll be 
other vetoes,” he said. Mas- 
sachusetts Democrat Edward 
Kennedy made a similar com- 
ment 

“President Reagan has nothing 
to be concerned about in terms erf 
the effect of this vote on his 


leadership. If no more shoes 
(damaging information) drop on 
Irangate, he is dearly out of the 
woods, and all of ns. recognise 
that, and welcome that,” Sen. Ken- 
nedy said in a Statement- 

White House spokesman Mar- 
lin Fitzwater said Mr. Reagan 
wanted to show he intended to 
fight for the rest of his 21-month 
term, addmg: “There will be no 
lame duddsm as far as he's con- 
cerned.” 

Mr. Reagan’s Republican- sup- 
porters said before the second 
vote the outcome would deter- 
mine whether the president could 
recapture some of bis political 
strength following the battering 
of the Iran arms scandal, or leave 
him with little dout left in his last 
two years of office. 

It was the second time in two 
tries this year that Congress has 
overriden a veto by Mr. Reagan 
and the ninth time in Reagan’s six 
years as president The first veto 
override this year came on a 
water and sewer projects bill. 

Mr. Reagan vetoed the bill last 
Friday, calling ft a budget luster 
loaded with special interest “pork 
barrel” projects. 

S up port e rs of the bill said the 
projects were needed and 800,000 
construction workers would lose 
their jobs unless the funds were 
released soon. Republicans who 
voted for foe boll said they, were 
potting foe interests of their 
states ahead of loyalty to Mr. 


Zimbabwe parliamen 
suspends Ian Smith 


HARARE (R) — Ian Smith, who 
led Rhodesia's white settlers 
.through 15 years of resistance to 
blade rule, has been suspended 
from independent Zimbabwe’s 
parliament for a year for remarks 
opposing economic sanctions . 
against South Africa. 

In an unprecedented move — 
no member has been thrown ont 
from the house for more than a 
few days — parliament voted 
38*10 Thursday to approve the 
government-sponsored motion. 

One cabinet minister branded 
Mr. Smith's remarks “disloyal 
and treasonable.” 

Mr. Smith, who in 1965 de- 
clared colonial Rhodesia’s un- 
flateral independence from Bri- 
tain and defied the world for the' 
next 15 years, angered the gov- 
ernment when, on Feb. 10, be 
urged white South Africans to 
unite and defeat sanctions aimed 


at ending their country’s racial 
segregation. 

The 67-year-old white leader’s 
suspension, only two weeks be- 
fore the country now called Zim- 
babwe celebrates its seventh 
anmveisary of independence, in- 
terrupts Mr. Smith's 39 yean of 
parliamentary service, the longest 
in the country's history. 

Daring debate on the motion, 
which initially also sought to 
abolish 20 parliamentary seats 
reserved for the country's 
100,000-strong white minority, 
Mr. Smith launched a stinging 
attack on foe government, accus- 
ing it of cnrtaOing free speech. 

Information Minister Na than 
Shamuyarira withdrew foe por- 
tion of the motion seeking foe 
scrapping of the seats and said 
this would form a separate mo- 
tion to be introduced shortly. 


All trapped Canadian 
miners brought to surface 


MURDOCH VILLE, Quebec 
(R) — Some 44 miners trapped 
underground for almost 24 hours 
in a copper mine fire that killed 
one person were brought safely to 
foe surface, a company spokes- 
man said. 

“Everyone is now on foe sur- 
face. Everyone is out,” company 
spokesman Leu Marquis told 
Reuters. 

The first of the trapped miners 
to be taken out was a group of 17 
who had been caught at the 2300 
feet (770 metres) level of the 
mine, 700 kilometres east of 
Quebec City. 

An hour' later the final 27 
miners were brought to the sur- 
face. 

Miner's nives who had spent a 
tense, daylong vigil at the local 
union hall embraced their hus- 
bands as they stepped smiling.

War increases 
child mortality 
in southern 
Africa 

NAIROBI(R) — War and eco- 
nomic destabilisation by South 
Africa and its allies have helped 
make infant mortality rates in 
Angola and Mozambique foe 
highest in the world, the United 
Nation s Children's Fund (UN- 
ICEF) has said in a report 

The report, entitled children 
on the front line, estimates that 
between 32 J and 37.5 per cent of 
children born in the two countries 
die before they reach the age of 
five, compared with 10 to 28 per 
cent in neighbouring countries. 

By 1986 foe number of Ango- 
lan and Mozambican children - 
who died each year before four 
fifth birthdays as a consequence 
of war and destabilisation had 
reached 140,000 and foe number 
was likely to be even higher in 
1987, the report adds. 

The governments of both coun- 
tries are fighting guerrilla wars 
against South African-backed re- 
bels whose main strategy is to 
disrupt the economy by attacking 
roads, railways, power stations, 
schools, clinics and other econo- 
mic targets. 

The UNICEF report says that 
the rebels of the Mozambican ; 
National Resistance (MNR) have 
destroyed 42 per cent of the 
country’s health centres since 
1982 and have deprived 300,000 
dnidren of primary education by i 
destroying their schools. I

Moscow began its unilateral 
nuclear test moratorium in Au- 
gust 1985, calfing on foe United 
States to agree to a total ban on 
testing as the first step to unclear 
disar mament.

the first U.S. test this year. 

Washington had continued 
testing, saying foe blasts were 
necessary to maintain its midear 
deterrent and that jnobtems re- 
mained' concerning the monitor- 
ing of a test freeze. 

The United States staged one 
test on Feb. 3 and another on 
Feb.' 11. Moscow responded with 
a blast od Feb. 26 and a second 
on March 12. 


Police, 
squatters 
clash during 
Pope’s visit 
to Chile 

SANTIAGO (R) — Sixty people 
were reported wounded and 150 
arrested in dashes between police 
and squatters only hours after 
Pope John Paul U told slum- 
dwetters he was deeply moved by 
foe -plight of Chile's poor. 

According to. a spokeswoman 
for foe People’s Defence Com- 
mittee, -some 300 policemen used : 
tear gas and water cannons to 
eject about 1,500 squatters from a 
vacant lot in foe city’s Santa 
Monica neighbourhood, one of 
the jd urns that ring Santiago. • 

A local radio station said later 
that one of the victims, identified 
as 26-year-old Roberto Jnico, had 
died in a local hospital of three 
gunshot wounds. There was no 
immediate confirmation of foe 
report. 

The dashes occurred on the 
second day of the Pope’s visit to 
Chile, seen as one of the more 
difficult missions he has under- 
taken during his papaky. He told 
reporters on the plane flying him 
from the Vatican on Tuerilay that 
Ire thought the rule of President 
Angusto Pinochet was dictatorial 
and transitory. 

Earlier, violence erupted out- 
side Santiago’s. national stadium 
as police lobbed tear gas and 
sprayed demonstrators with high- 
powered jets of water as they 
chanted slogans against the miKt- 
ary government 


PARIS (R) — France announced 
planned spending of 474 bflfion 
francs ($80 billion) on military 
programmes over foe next five 
years, one third of which will 
upgrade and modernise its inde- 
pendent nuclear force. 

The plan, which goes before 
foe National Assembly next week 
for debate, excludes running 
costs for foe armed forces which 
win cost almost as much again. 

“The situation as we fouodit in 
1986 was not very good ... We 
really had to make an. effort,” 
Defence Munster Andre Giraud 
told journalists at a press lunch. 

Spending on nulitaiy program- 
mes would rise by about six per 
cent annually over foe next four 
years, after jumping nearly 12 per 
cent this year. 

He said France had started 
work on a nine-tonne ligh t nuc- 
lear missile to replace some of its 
land-based nuclear forces by 
1996, and that priority in the next 
few years would tie given to 
main tainin g and developing its 
nuclear submarine capability. 

“We are currently spouting 


' 3.86 iper cent of our gross national 
product (GNP) on defence, and 
will increase mis to around four 
per cent by 1991,” Mr. Giraud 
! said. 

This figure compares with 
(around 3.9 per cent in West 
'Germany, fire per oent in Bri- 
tain, between ax and seven per 
cent in the United States ana 15. 
to 17 per cent in tire Soviet 
Union. 

France’s National Statistics In- 
stitute (INSEE) predicts the 
French economy will grow by 
between two ami three per cent a 
year in real terms over foe next 
five yean, accelerating towards 
foe end of the period, implying a 
urimihr or slightly faster growth 
in the overall defence budget. 

This compares with foe North 
Atlantic' Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) target of a three per 
cent real annual growth in de- 
fence spending for member coun- 
tries. 

France forms part of the 
NATO political structure but is 
not part of its nufifary organisa- 
tion. 


Kissinger, Schmidt predict 
Gorbachev’s fall in 5 years 


WASHINGTON (R) — Two top 
Western political figures said 
Thursday they gave reformist 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
only an even chance of survival 
and urged caution in pursuing 
what they agreed was an oppor- 
tunity for better relations with 
Moscow. 

Former West German Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt and ex- 
U.S. Secretory of State. Hemy 
Kissingftr told a seminar at 
Georgetown University that Mr. 
Gorbachev’s chances of su rv iva l 
were “about 50-50.” 

“I would not be surprised if, 
say in a fire-year period, there 
was a change,” Dr. Kissinger 
said. “I do think his position is 
50-50.” 

“I agree,” commented Mr.. 
Schmidt. “It’s about 50-50.” 

Both said Moscow had no 
choke but to reform its economy 
or fall behind foe rest of the 
world in development, and the 
West should guard against the 
temptation to see foe reforms as 
an opportunity to negotiate a
